Supreme Court let stand today

busing

schools in Pontiac, Mich., and a 
finding that officials there in- 
tentionally promoted segrega- 
tion. 


The plan and the ruling, by 


U.S. District Judge Damon J. 
Keith of Detroit, had been ap- 
pealed to the high court by 
school officials with the argu- 
ment that whatever segregation 
exists in the industrial city 25 
miles northwest of Detroit is a 
result of housing patterns. 


While 
Keith 
charged 
the 


school board with locating new 
schools and arranging bound- 
aries in such a way as to per- 
petutate segregation, the offi- 
cials told the court in the peti- 
tion filed Aug. 25 that they had 
tried to reduce racial imba- 
lance even amid shifting popu- 
lations. 


The justices voted 
unani- 


mously not to review Judge 
Keith's decision, sustained last 
May by the U.S. Circuit Court 
in Cincinnati.

PARK, Wyo. (AP) — The most 
active of Yellowstone National 
Park's famed cauldrons, fueled 
deep in the earth and pushed to 
the surface to bubble in mud 
pots and erupt in geysers, are 
going through some radical 
changes. 


Park geologists and natural- 


ists say the present level of 
change in thermal phenomena 
in the Norris Geyser Basin is 
the greatest since the Hegben 
I-ake earthquake 
shook 
the 


northern part of the 2,221,000- 
acre park in the summer of 
1959 and killed 28 persons. 


Bill Dunmire, the park's nat- 


uralist, said there appeared no 
threat of earthquakes or more 
dangerous thermal activity. But 


there is speculation the fluctua- 
tions in geysers, hot springs 
and pools may create more 
permanent alterations by^.the 
time the park marks its 100th 
anniversary next year. 


The most recent fluctuation 


in the basin came when a hot 
pool suddenly erupted to about 
30 feet. The pool continued to 
spout hot water and steam for 
a few minutes, then settled 
back to its placid self. 


Park 
authorities 
said 
the 


changes began in early Septem- 
ber, with fluctuations noted in 
more than 100 steaming gey- 
sers, mud pots, hot springs and 
pools. On one occasion, they 
said, almost every significant 
feature in a portion of the Nor-

however, respect the majority 
decision of the United Nations 
in expelling the government on 
Taiwan.

recognizing representatives of 
the People's Republic of China 
as "the only legitimate repre- 
sentatives of China" to the 
United Nations and expelling 
"forthwith the representatives 
of Chiang Kai-shek."

for the final vote. After defeat 
of the "important question" 
resolution, Foreign Minister 
Chow Shu-kai led his delegation 
out, ending the Chinese Repub- 
lic's 26 years as a charter 
member of the United Nations.

CHICAGO (AP) - 
Construc- 


tion begins today on a five-sto- 
ry motel that is scheduled to be 
ready for occupancy in less 
time than it usually takes to 
confirm reservations by mail — 
6 to 10 days. 


Bedrooms for the motel, mod- 


ules prefabricated in a factory, 
are being delivered replete with 
carpeting, chests, chairs and 
beds with pads, sheets, blan- 
kets, pillows and bedspreads. 
Telephone and plumbing equip- 
ment is included— even towels, 
soap, glasses, ash trays and Gi- 
deon Bibles. 


Other modules make up the 


corridors, stairways, lobby, res- 
Laurants and meeting room for 
the 162-unit motel. 


The units are equipped with a 


mechanical-electrical 
modular 


system which will be "plugged 
in" to utility lines. 


The factory -made units un- 


dergo in-plant inspection by lo- 
cal building inspectors. Then 
the units are sealed in a plastic- 
bag for shipment by truck or 
train. 


The prefabricated modules to 


be used in the construction of a 
Holiday Inn in the Chicago sub- 
urb of Itasca are made by An- 
van Industries of nearby Elk 
Grove The company says the 
motel will be ready for busi- 
ness within 10 days. 


The first module is to be put 


in place by a huge crane at a

during the confusion. 


The trouble at the Longkesh 


camp, 12 miles from Belfast, 
started with a protest against 
living conditions by about 250 
inmates who seized four guards 
as hostages. 


Masses 
of 
prisoners 
ran 


toward the wire wall surround- 
ing the camp, but troops from 
a nearby camp moved in to 
drive them back. The battle 
lasted two hours. 


A dining hall and a recrea- 


tion hall was set afire and the 
army said a number of inter- 
net's suffered head injuries. It 
did not report any casualties 
among the troops. 


The camp was opened in Au- 


gust to house persons suspected 
as members of the Irish Re- 
publican Army, rounded up by 
British troops and Ulster con- 
stabulary 
and 
held 
without 


charges. The men claim that 
the 
living facilities are 
in- 


adequate. 


Earlier in the day, a woman 


was 
hospitalized 
after 
ex- 


changing 
shots 
with 
British 


troops on an arms search in 
West Belfast. Another was hit 
by plainclothes police who said 
she was part of a team that 
planted a bomb in a crowded 
nightclub Sunday night. Her 
male companion was shot and 
killed. 


Security forces said the IRA 


is using girl guerrillas in front- 
line action because its manpow- 
er has been depleted by casu- 
alties and internment. 


On 
Saturday, 
two sisters 


were killed by British troops in 
an IRA stronghold in Belfast. 
The army said the women were 
in a car from which shots were 
fired at British troops. Friends 
of the women denied this and 
said they were sounding a fog- 
horn 
to 
warn residents 
of 


searching troops.
